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Anger at bid 
to ban politics 
from market 


POLITICAL parties and pressure 
groups may no longer have a place 
on Haverhill market. 

The cabinet at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council is to consider 
new market regulations across the 
borough - which would see such 
stalls barred from the weekly 
events. 

Councillors from across all par¬ 
ties have united in opposition to 
the proposal, which will go before 
councillors in September. 

The Haverhill and Kedington 
Labour Group have a market stall 
in town every Saturday. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
said that if their stall is removed it 
will not stop him and colleagues 
from doing their work. 

He said: “If they do ban us from 
the market, they can’t ban us from 
leafleting in the streets around the 
market - and that’s exactly what 
we will do. 

“I will take great pleasure in say¬ 
ing we have been banned from the 
market - there is no greater public¬ 
ity for our stall than that.” 

Cllrs Tony Brown and Maureen 
Byrne, both borough councillors 
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for different parties, are also 
against the plans. 

Both councillors regularly attend 
market stalls for their parties - and 
have said that the majority of work 
completed there does not have a 
political agenda. 

Cllr Brown said: “This decision is 
not just about us - it’s about any¬ 
one putting any campaign out 
there. 

“When we are on stalls, it gives 
people the opportunity to come up 
with their problems and issues. 

“I don’t see anything wrong with 
that.” 

He added: “There should be free 
speech for Labour, Conservative, 
UKIP or anyone else. 

“How can they control free 
speech in this way?” 

Cllr Byrne has said that this deci¬ 
sion would also force the borough 
to look carefully at other stalls, 
such as those for religious groups, 
who are on the market but do not 
trade. 

She added: “There are religious 


stalls on there with their literature 
and there are charities that cam¬ 
paign - so the borough has got to 
be very careful with what they 
decide. 

“My view is that we are totally 
opposed to it. We are not just a 
Labour party stall. 

“This is about us being visible 
and available. Wherever you live in 
Haverhill, there will be a council¬ 
lor from your ward there on the 
market to support you.” 

Cllr Alaric Pugh, cabinet member 
for economic growth, explained 
that separate arrangements will be 
made in “pre-assigned” locations 
for political parties and pressure 
groups. 

He said: “We have been working 
with market traders on updating 
the borough’s market regulations. 

“Like us, they agree that markets 
are places for buying and selling, 
and all sides want shoppers to 
enjoy the experience.” 

The relevant groups can also 
apply for a separate street vending 
licence, Cllr Pugh said, for a mar¬ 
ket day. 

The meeting is on September 2.

War centenary - ‘we 
will remember them’ 


EVENTS have taken place across 
the country this week to remem¬ 
ber the start of the First World 
War - 100 years on. 

In East Town Park, Haverhill, 
more than 70 people gathered to 
pay their respects on Monday 
and witness the unveiling of a 
commemorative sundial. 

The ceremony was attended by 
town mayor Cllr Roger Andre, 
Cllr Roger Everitt, mayor of St 
Edmundsbury, and other local 
councillors and residents. 

Cllr Gordon Cox, who put for¬ 
ward the initiative, said the event 
“exceeded” his expectations. 

“Many thanks to all those who 
attended to make it such a spe¬ 
cial occasion, and rightly 
deserved for all those who the 
commemoration is for,” he 
added. 

Cllr Cox’s idea saw the park’s 
butterfly garden revamped to 
include a range of flowering 
plants, the brass sundial, mount¬ 
ed on a column of stone, and the 
CB9 logo. 

The sundial was also flanked 
by two stone columns, display¬ 
ing poetry from the period, 
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including In Flanders Fields. 

Money for the project was con¬ 
tributed by Cllr Tony Brown, who 
represents Haverhill East on 
both borough and county coun¬ 
cils. 

The councillor paid £1,500 
from his locality budget. 

He said: “It went really well - we 
were really pleased with it. The 
sundial was a great, individual 
idea.” 

Members of the Royal British 
Legion also attend the ceremony, 
and spoke to guests. 

Cllr Sarah Stamp, cabinet 
member for leisure, culture and 
heritage, added: “The conflict in 
the news is a daily reminder of 
what service to one’s country 
means. 

“I am convinced that remem¬ 
brance of the sacrifice made in 
both world wars sustains the 
peace we now enjoy. I am pleased 
that we continue to keep that 
commemoration relevant and 
alive in the heart of our commu¬ 
nities.”

Woman is taken to 
hospital after falling 
12ft into culvert 


A WOMAN was taken 
to hospital with 
serious injuries after 
falling 12 feet into a 
water drainage system. 

The woman, who is in 
her 20s, fell into a 
watery culvert in 
Lordscroft Lane, 
Haverhill, at about 
10.40pm on Saturday. 

She was rescued by 
firefighters and 
paramedics. 


A volunteer doctor 
and paramedic from 
the Suffolk Accident 
Rescue Service were 
also called to her aid. 

After being treated at 
the scene, the woman 
was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, 
by land ambulance. 

She was suffering 
from a serious head 
injury. 
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Families face blow as two ‘vital’ 
children’s centres set to merge 
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VITAL services for families could be 
reduced - as plans are revealed for the 
merger of two children’s centres. 

The On Track Centre, in Haverhill 
could merge with the Cartwheels 
Centre, according to proposals from 
Suffolk County Council. 

The local authority has launched a 
countywide consultation over how chil¬ 
dren’s centres are run - with changes 
proposed to make services more effec¬ 
tive and save money. 

Centres which face closure, including 
On Track, will see their services deliv¬ 
ered elsewhere, the document says. 

Though On Track, in Strasbourg 
Square, is only 1.5 miles away from 
Cartwheels, on Greenfields Way, the 
closure will still be a blow for families, 
Cllr Tony Brown has said. 

“The centres provide very different 
services. We really are against this and 
we will be totally united 100 per cent”, 
he said. 

There may also be opportunities for 
services to be delivered in people’s 
homes, the document said, with some 
services from On Track moving to the 
Chalkstone Community Centre. 

Cllr Anne Gower, chair of the board 
for Haverhill’s children’s centres, has 
said both places are “vital” to families 
in the town. 

As well as providing activities and 
games for both parents and children, 
they offer advice on breastfeeding, 


domestic violence and other problems 
mothers could face. 

Parenting and antenatal classes are 
also carried out. 

Cllr Gower said: “There are young 
mums living in difficult circumstances 
and they need to get out of the home 
and come to a place to socialise their 
children, and themselves. These ser¬ 
vices cannot all be delivered in the 
home.” 

Cuts should be spread evenly across 
the budget, and not just focused on one 
set of services, she added. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, has 
spoken of his alarm and services “being 
withdrawn” from the town. 


“Haverhill is a special case,” he said. 
“We do have a pocket of deprivation 
here that we don’t have elsewhere. We 
are struggling to cope with the issues 
without children’s services being cut 
even further.” 

The town mayor has also expressed 
concerns about how parents living on 
the Chalkstone Estate will travel to the 
other side of town to access the 
Cartwheels Centre. 

There is not a reliable bus service 
between the two areas, he said, and it 
would be difficult for mothers with 
pushchairs to walk a long way. 

Sarah Warton, of Bath Court, has used 
both children’s centres for different ser¬ 


vices. The mum-of-three said: “I live on 
the Clements Estate so I am near to 
Cartwheels - but if it wasn’t there I 
would find it hard to get to On Track. 

“[On Track] have been really helpful. 
They have came to see me at home with 
my kids - it would be a shame to lose the 
service.” 

Cllrs Brown and Gower, along with 
fellow county councillor Julian Flood, 
are united against the merger. 

Having children’s centre services in 
the town centre would also be benefi¬ 
cial, Cllr Gower added, but these need 
to be in addition to exisiting facilities, 
not instead of. 

There are 47 children’s centres in 


Suffolk. Eight have been earmarked to 
merge with other centres. 

In total, the proposed changes will 
affect about 18 centres. 

Councillors agreed in February this 
year that savings of £2.9 million need¬ 
ed to be made from children’s centres 
over a four-year period, leading up to 
2017. 

Cllr Gordon Jones, cabinet member 
for children’s services, said the aim of 
the consultation is to hear the views of 
residents across the county. 

“Like many people up and down the 
county, we strongly value the good 
work carried out by our children’s cen¬ 
tres and the services they provide,” he 
said. 

“However, we believe that more can 
be done to ensure that these services 
are as effective as they can be and 
reaching all those who would benefit. 

“Our aim through this consultation is 
to hear the views of people across 
Suffolk about the children’s centre ser¬ 
vices and how they feel the services 
should be shaped.” 

The consultation, which was agreed 
last month, is running until October 
16. Results will go before Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet in December. 

If approved, the changes will be in 
place from April next year.

Shell shock as bomb squad 
is called in to pub’s garden 




AN artillery shell has been 
unearthed in a pub garden. 

Mark Brailsford was 
tending the garden at The 
King’s Head, in Ridgewell, on 
Tuesday when he hit metal 
with his axe. 

Mr Brailsford, who is 
married to the pub’s 
landlady Dawn, thought he 
had hit an agricultural hose - 
but then discovered the blue 
shell. 

He said: “I was digging in 
the garden, clearing a bit of 
ivy, and I uncovered a rock 
and then hit a metal object 
twice. 

“At first I thought it was a 
hose, but then I saw the 
bruising at the bottom.” 

Mrs Brailsford, who took 
over the pub a year ago, then 
called the police. 

The bomb disposal squad 
from Colchester then arrived 
on the scene to take away the 
shell, which was inactive. 

Mr Brailsford said: “They 
said it was a practice round - 
but they have still got to be 


careful because they can 
have a charge in them. 

“I was bit worried because I 
had hit it with the axe twice. 
It looked quite a modern one 
- from about 20 or 30 years 
ago.” 


A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police confirmed they were 
called shortly after 4.30pm 
on Tuesday and that the 
bomb disposal squad were 
tasked with the shell’s 
removal.

Decision time 
for last garage 
housing plan 


THE remaining application 
to build new homes on the 
site of existing garages will 
go before councillors today. 

When the plans, for six 
affordable homes on land 
south of Cambridge Way, last 
appeared before St 

Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee, council¬ 
lors ruled that they were 
“minded to refuse”. 

This meant that council 
officers had to investigate the 
legal implications of a possi¬ 
ble refusal - despite the appli¬ 
cation, from Havebury 
Housing Partnership, being 
recommended for approval. 

If the homes were to be 
built, existing garages used 
by residents living nearby 
would have to be demolished. 

According to the council 
officer’s report, of the 17 
garages that would be demol¬ 
ished only four are vacant. 

It said: “Havebury have also 
stated that they have nine 
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spaces available within the 
garage block on the opposite 
side to the application site, 
and one at the top of 
Cambridge Way, just beyond 
the application site. 

“They have also provided a 
list of the tenants that occupy 
the current garages.” 

Only six of the tenants 
across 13 garages live in 
Cambridge Way, or nearby 
Western Avenue. 

Those who live elsewhere 
and still use the affected 
garages have been advised of 
other vacant spaces available. 

There is no “objective evi¬ 
dence” that the spaces in 
front of the garages are used 
“extensively” for parking, the 
report added. 

County councillor Julian 
Flood has called for the appli¬ 
cation to be rejected. 

In a statement to the com¬ 
mittee chairman, Cllr Jim 
Thorndyke, he said: 


“Cambridge Way estate is full. 
Any increase in the numbers 
of cars, dwellings or people 
will reduce the quality of life 
of those already living there 
and damage the sense of 
community.” 

Planning officer Gemma 
Pannell has advised in her 
report that councillors wish¬ 
ing to refuse the application 
should use the loss of existing 
garage parking, without 
effective replacement within 
vicinity of the site, as the rea¬ 
son. 

Applications for new homes 
on both Norton Road and 
Orford Road, on the Clements 
Estate, were withdrawn earli¬ 
er this year after more than 
80 complaints about loss of 
amenities and invasion of 
privacy. 

Plans for Ladygate and 
Nayland Road were also 
thrown out. 

The development control 
committee meets today 
(Thursday) at 10am.

for Haverhill’s future 

I HAVE kept publicly silent over the 
future of Haverhill hoping others 
would feed suggestions into how the 
town should develop but have been 
disappointed with the distinct lack of 
vision. 

The Government has suggested it 
wants to build three more new towns 
like at Ebbsfleet. Why not Haverhill? 
Haverhill back in the 1960s 
recognised that the town had room 
for development and agreed with the 
GLC to build loads of new homes. 
This helped Haverhill develop into 
the town it is today with many 
people then moving into the town, 
mainly from London. Several 
companies were persuaded to move 
too, bringing much-needed 
employment. The only thing that did 
not improve was the High Street. 
Sure, some of the historic buildings 
were knocked down and new 
buildings replaced them but there 
was no expansion away from the 
High Street. 

Now we have Vision 2031. What’s 
that I hear you ask? It is a chance to 
shape Haverhill for the future but 
until now I have heard nothing that 
will make any real change. More 
housing sure, maybe more 
employment. But what else? Not 
much. 

The time has come to really think 
about what sort of Haverhill we want 
for our children and their children. 
Do we want more of the same? Or do 
we really want to put Haverhill on 
the map? Lots of what has been built 
recently is not even in Haverhill. 
Haver Arms? It’s in Essex. Business 
Park? It’s in Withersfield. Well does 
that matter? It does to Haverhill 
Town Council because they do not 
get any council tax from these 
properties. This fact alone makes a 
big difference to what can be spent in 
the town by the council and what it 
can provide for you. 

Why not think big? I think we can 
agree that what is missing from 
Haverhill is good roads, shops and a 
railway. If we join up for some of the 
£2.4 billion the Government has 
waiting to spend on town expansion, 
which is likely to bring private 
investors spending too, maybe more 
than doubling what is available. We 
could have a brand new shopping 
mail. Indoor shopping, no more 
walking through ice and snow to get 
to your favourite shops. A Grafton 
Centre of our own or even bigger! 
What about building a new road 
from the Mil to Bury St Edmunds via 
Saffron Walden and Haverhill? The 
link to the Mil needs to go north as 
well as south. Getting to Cambridge 
no trouble likewise Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital and all those new science 
jobs coming. At the same time link 
the railway from Stansted to 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds. All 
the new companies that would come 
to town will be fighting each other to 
place their workforce here with such 
good infrastructure. Town borders? 
Let’s move them, make all of 
Haverhill in Haverhill. Make 
Haverhill bigger and better than 
Bury St Edmunds. Let’s have them 
come here to shop! Let us get the 
things Haverhill people want and not 
be beholden to Bury St Edmunds, 
who think we should be grateful for 
their leftovers. 

Please write to the town council, 
with your views for or against. But 
please don’t ignore the chance to 
make a huge impact for everyone’s 
future because if we don’t make it 
happen nobody is going to do it for 
you and you could end up living to 
regret it.

Time to work together

REPLY from Cllr John Griffiths, leader 
of St Edmundsbury Council, to open 
letter from Cllr Maureen Byrne in last 
week’s Weekly News: 

Thank you for your letter. For the 
avoidance of any doubt, since your 
letter to me was on a Labour Party 
letterhead and you sign it “on behalf 
of the Haverhill Community”, I am 
responding to you in your capacity as 
a Haverhill town councillor (writing 
presumably on behalf of Haverhill 
Town Council?), and because your 
only substantive point relates to 
Haverhill Town Council’s council tax 
support grant and finances. 

That said I will do my best to 
respond to ah your points (and 
comments) in turn. 

• Both you and I were limited to one 
five-minute maximum contribution 
each at Full Council by the rules of 
debate, as you must know, and I was 
responding to the petition. As you 
also know, the mayor extended the 
normal length of time allowed for 


this debate to enable more 
councillors to speak. 

• You refer yet again to my words 
“carping on” which I was careful to 
specifically direct to Haverhill Town 
Council and councillors only (not to 
“the Haverhill community “as you 
suggest). I, personally, get told not to 
“carp on” all the time - often when I 
am seeking further funding and 
support for Haverhill and West 
Suffolk - and I have never actually 
taken personal offence about this. 
However, if you and your fellow town 
councillors really find those two 
words so “offensive and demeaning”, 
particularly in the context they were 
made (to quote “please spend their - 
the people of Haverhill’s - money 
wisely, please stop carping on, please 
think laterally and please work with 
the rest of us to help improve things 
for our citizens”) -1 am happy to 
withdraw the words “carping on”. 

• With reference to your only 
substantive point, namely the town 
council’s support grant (and 
associated petition), Councillor Ray 
is providing you with yet another full 
clarification of the actual position, 
which I was able to confirm 
personally in a meeting with the 
Minister, Brandon Lewis (together 
with Matthew Hancock MP and St 
Edmundsbury’s CEO and head of 
finance), but which you appear 
unwilling to understand. 

• I did not suggest that “Haverhill 
residents should feel grateful to have 
their rubbish collected”, nor that 
“the town council has no place in 
representing the views of residents”. 

I did however suggest that the funds 
“are not yours (Haverhill Town 
Council) - nor ours (St 
Edmundsbury)” but belong to the 
people of Haverhill and West 
Suffolk.which I still think. 

• Again, I did not “dismiss the 
legitimacy of your (town) councillors 
to represent their electorate”, but 
would suggest that you are not the 
only people to do so - elected (like 
borough and county councillors and 
MPs) or otherwise (like One 
Haverhill, the Chamber of 
Commerce etc.) to SERVE - as well as 
represent - the people of Haverhill. 

• 1 do not believe that either Cllr Ray 
or I have “misled” borough 
bouncillors or “insulted and 
patronised” anyone. That said, if this 
was by any chance the case, it was 
certainly unintentional and I would 
apologise for it. And on a personal 
note, I confess I would have 
preferred it if you had not questioned 
my integrity, amongst other personal 
accusations, and instead stuck to the 
facts.... or even asked me to “stop 
carping on”! 

Although you do not seem 
interested in the many things that St 
Edmundsbury has done, is doing and 
wishes to do (both “statutory” and 
much more) for “the Haverhill 
community” during my time as 
leader of the council, I and many 
others are actually quite proud of 
them. Many of these achievements 
for the town have only been possible 
thanks to our working well, and 
constructively, with others both in 
Haverhill (like the Chamber of 
Commerce, Menta, Abbeycroft, local 
people and businesses) and beyond 
(like Suffolk County Council, the 
Police, the NHS, the Government 
and voluntary sector). 

Needless to say, there is always 
more that needs doing in the service 
of our residents and businesses in 
Haverhill.... and I again invite you to 
work with us (whatever your party 
political or personal interests) to 
make things even better for 
Haverhill and West Suffolk. I suggest 
that is where we should both be 
putting our energies henceforward, 
and that is certainly what I intend to 
do.

Think big for town’s 
future - councillor

A TOWN councillor who has lived in 
Haverhill for more than 40 years is 
urging the public to get behind the 
town masterplan scheme. 

Cllr Ernie Goody, who represents 
Haverhill East, is calling for residents 
to make their own suggestions for the 
future of their town. 

The town centre masterplan is being 
overseen by ONE Haverhill - with sug¬ 
gestions for both big and small chang¬ 
es welcome. 

Local people, councillors and busi¬ 
nesses are being encouraged to speak 
now during the initial stages, to shape 
the future. 

Cllr Goody has said it is time to think 
“what sort of Haverhill” local people 
want for their children and grandchil¬ 
dren. 

He said: “If people don’t sit down and 
think big then nothing’s going to hap¬ 
pen. 

“I have lived here since 1972, and 
since then people have been moaning 
about the High Street - everyone says 



we want to do this and that, but no one 
comes forward. 

“If we want a new town centre, we 
need to ask for it now.” 

The town councillor, who is also a 
ONE Haverhill member, has also sug¬ 
gested that the old boundaries of 
Haverhill are extended, to enable the 
town council to collect council tax 
from new properties, which will not be 
classed as part of the town. 

Haverhill would also benefit from 
having its own indoor shopping cen¬ 
tre, such as the Grand Arcade or 
Grafton Centre in Cambridge, he 
added. 

“I would like to see a new road built 


from the Mil to Haverhill, at least, if 
not all the way to Bury - that would do 
away with the A1307. 

“I don’t think the town can survive 
as it is.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, who is also a ONE 
Haverhill board member, is dealing 
with the community engagement 
aspect of the plan. 

Already, he has heard from a number 
of residents with their suggestion - but 
is keen to collate as many as possible. 

He said: “So far people have asked for 
more infrastructure and more shops - 
but I want to make sure that everyone 
is engaged with the whole process. 

“I have got really high hopes for the 
future.” 

Cllr Brown would personally like to 
see some sort of water feature in the 
town centre, he has said, and also play 
equipment for young people who 
come into the town with their parents.

Water warning issued 
as hundreds of fish die 


A STRETCH of the Stour 
Brook has been polluted 
and “hundreds of fish” 
have been killed. 

The Environment 
Agency confirmed 
yesterday that a stretch of 
the brook, which runs 
through East Town Park, 
Haverhill, is being aerated 
after fish have died from 
lack of oxygen, caused by 
pollution. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“We are investigating the 
cause of the pollution and 
carrying out a survey of 
live fish to see if they 
need to be rescued from 
the water. 

“The local authority has 
been notified and dog 
owners are being advised 


to keep their animals 
from the water. 
Abstractors downstream 
have also been informed.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, whose 
ward includes East Town 
Park, has dubbed the 
situation “disgusting”. 

A number of years ago 
the river was too polluted 
for wildlife, he said, but 
up until this incident it 
was “thriving” with 
shoals of fish - and an 
otter had even been 
spotted there. 

“I took my dog down 
there just the other day 
and it was thriving with 
fish. This is absolutely 
gutting news,” he said. 

“I hope they can find 
out exactly what 


happened. This is the best 
park in town and a lot of 
children go down there to 
play.” 

The contamination is 
believed to have affected 
a 4km stretch of the water 
leading up to the River 
Stour at Sturmer, Cllr 
Brown added. 

Homefield Road Vets 
have also issued a 
warning via the Facebook 
Page, urging pet owners 
not to let their dogs swim 
in the river. 

It said: “Please please 
please don’t let your dogs 
or children in the river 
down at East Town Park, 
there is something in the 
water that is proving fatal 
if ingested.”

Commissioner’s bid to understand issue 


SUFFOLK’S police and crime com¬ 
missioner is undertaking key 
research into domestic abuse - and is 
looking for victims to come forward 
to help with the project. 

Tim Passmore, working with 
University Campus Suffolk, is looking 
for ways to better understand domes¬ 
tic abuse so that the force can better 
support “vulnerable victims”. 

He said: “Domestic abuse is a terri¬ 
ble crime and the constabulary is 
committed to dealing with it but it is 
difficult to deal with an issue unless 
you really understand the extent of 
the problem. 

“Working with University Campus 
Suffolk, I have commissioned a 
research project so that we can better 
understand domestic abuse and how 
services can better support vulnera¬ 
ble victims. 

“We need to really get to grips with 
the magnitude of this problem if we 
are going to deliver services that meet 
the needs of victims. 

“I know this research by UCS will 
help us to really understand what we

are dealing with here in Suffolk.” 

And while tackling domestic abuse is 
part of the PCC’s police and crime 
plan, and currently a priority for 
Suffolk Constabulary, Mr Passmore 
says understanding the problem is a 
“challenge” due to it being so under¬ 
reported. 

Stuart Agnew, senior lecturer in 
criminology at UCS, said: “The focus 
of the project is to examine the per¬ 
ceptions and experiences of a particu¬ 
larly vulnerable and marginalised 
group who have been a victim of 
crime, during their journey through 
the criminal justice process. 

“It is well established that victims of 
domestic violence have a wide variety 
of personal experiences and support 
needs.”

Following life-changing back surgery, David Wright has lost a third of his body 
weight and now has his sights set on the gruelling Ironman triathlon - one 
of the world’s toughest challenges. The determined dad-of-two tells Lydia 


& Fallon how he’s 


D AVID Wright exudes positivity 
from every pore. 

Toned, tanned and constantly 
smiling, the dad-of-two could persuade 
even the most cynical of people they could 
take on the world and come out victorious. “I 
believe every morning you get up and you 
have two choices: you can get up and choose 
to be happy or get up and choose to be sad, 
and I always choose to be happy,” David, 49, 
enthuses. “I don’t really believe in the word 
‘can’t’, you can do whatever you want to do.” 

His zest for life is addictive. David, who lives 
in Tadlow, turns 50 next month, but you 
certainly won’t find him reaching for his pipe 
and slippers. Instead he’s celebrating the 
milestone by signing up for one of the most 
gruelling challenges in the world: Ironman. 

A long-distance triathlon consisting of a 2.4- 
mile swim, 112-mile bike ride and then a 
marathon (without a break!), anyone who 
completes the challenge within the strict 17-hour 
time limit becomes an Ironman. It’s an incredibly 
daunting prospect, but one David is relishing. 
“The training is absolutely mental, but I’m of the 
mentality that if I know I’m going to do this, then 
I want to know I’m going to finish and I’m going 
to give myself the best chance of finishing,” he 
smiles. “You have 17 hours to finish and if you 
even take one second over that, you’re not an 
Ironman, so it is pretty brutal!” 


turned his life around 


With an equally wince-inducing training regime, 
comprising eight gruelling sessions a week, you’d 
be forgiven for thinking David has been a 
dedicated fitness junkie his whole life, but that 
couldn’t be further from the truth. Just over two 
years ago, David weighed 20 and a half stone and 
faced constant and crippling pain due to the back 
condition spinal stenosis. Unhappy and 
unhealthy, he was at his wits’ end. 

“I have always been a habitual yo-yo dieter with 
an addiction to food, and have struggled to keep 
my weight in check for much of my life,” explains 
David. “I would often stress-eat; I was unhappy 
and you tend to eat to combat it. I’d go into a 
garage, fill up my car with petrol and then the 
chocolate bars would start calling me: ‘Not only 
can you have this Mars bar for 50p, you can have 
two of these big ones for even cheaper’. Before you 
know it, you’re eating two in the car on the way 
home when you didn’t even want them.” 

By the time he’d hit 40, David’s weight was 
becoming a serious problem, and when he started 
suffering pain in his legs too, things got 
progressively worse. “It was 2011 and it felt kind of 
like pins and needles initially I thought nothing of 
it, but it was exactly the same thing the next day 
and then the next, until it got to a point where I 
was struggling to feel my toes. 

“The crippling pain became so intense to the 
point that I couldn’t even go to the supermarket 
with my wife. It was unbearable for everyone, 


especially my wife and kids, I knew that I just 
couldn’t do enough for my family, or with them,” 
David remembers. 

Normally a sociable person, David found his 
confidence diminishing as he struggled to cope. 
“When I look back now, I realise I would always 
make jokes about being fat. We’d be on holiday or 
out with friends and they’d ask if I wanted some 
food, I’d say things like ‘I’ve got to eat, I don’t want 
to become anorexic’. I realise how sad that is now, 
but at the time I took the mickey because I was so 
ashamed.” 

After months suffering in silence, David 
eventually went to see a doctor about the pain in 
his legs. He was told it was in fact a problem with 
his back, and referred to a consultant called Mr 
Laing at Spire Cambridge Lea Hospital. It was this 
man, David says, who changed his life. “He did an 
MRI scan and found I had spinal stenosis, which is 
the narrowing of the spine. He told me he could 
operate and shave parts of the disc, plus open the 
canal. I had the back surgery in January 2012 - 
about a year after I’d first started having the pain - 
and it was a success.” 

Just a few weeks after the operation all David’s 
pain had gone (“I felt fantastic!), but he now 
weighed 20 and a half stone, and knew he needed 
to do something to shed the pounds, and fast. 
Some gentle encouragement from his wife Yvonne 
proved to be the answer. “She kept bullying me, 
saying ‘you’ve got to come to this weight loss

bootcamp my personal trainer runs’ and I 
eventually agreed,” he laughs. 

It was a revelation. Called Biggleswade 
Bootcamp and run by Aiden Jones and Nick 
Gilbert, David wholeheartedly embraced the 
challenge and won the accolade of Bootcamp 
Champion in his first six weeks, after 
achieving the biggest weight loss percentage 
out of the whole group. He won the next one 
too, and the next one, and was even crowned 
ultimate champion (winning £1,000 in the 
process) when he shed six stone in just six 
months. “It was just the focus I needed,” 
David smiles. “First they gave me a nutrition 
plan; it was eating more ironically, but just 
the right kind of food. So I would eat five 
times a day, have a healthy breakfast, 
lunch and dinner, and snack on 
fruit and nuts. I drank lots of 
green tea and three to four litres 
of water a day. 

“There were three bootcamp 
session a week, where we’d do 
exercises like burpees, sprints, 
battle ropes, TRX, tyre slams 
and medicine balls, and then 
I’d do extra training on top of 
that as well. I did it with my wife 
so that was great; instead of 
sitting in front of the TV, we were 
able to be disciplined, and if I didn’t 
feel like going she would and if she didn’t feel 
like going then I would. We would encourage 
each other.” 

Through hard work and a lot of dedication, 
David had now got his weight down to 14 
stone, but having well and truly caught the 
fitness bug, he was desperate for the next 
challenge. “About five years ago I was talking 
to some of the girls I work with and I said 
‘when I lose all this weight I’m going to 
become a triathlete’ and they were like 
‘what?!’” he laughs. “They didn’t believe me.” 

But that’s exactly what he did. Before 2013 
David hadn’t been on a bike since he was a 
kid, hated running and couldn’t swim a 
proper stroke, but he threw caution to the 
wind and signed up to his first triathlon 
regardless. “It was at Hampton Court and it 
was an absolutely freezing day,” David 
remembers, showing me a photo. “There was 
a 430m swim, 12 miles on a bike and a 5k 
run. I was hoping to do it in an hour and a 
half but did it in 1 hour 21 minutes, so I was 
over the moon.” 

It must have been an amazing feeling when 
he crossed the finish line? “It was an 
unbelievable feeling; I felt free,” remembers 
David. “It was quite emotional for me as 
well, a culmination of how far my journey

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had come from being so unhealthy to being 
able to call myself a triathlete. 

“Mr Laing gave me my life back when he 
did that operation, that’s how I look at it. I 
was in a bad place but he just gave me that 
feeling I could do anything. I’m 50 this year 
but I feel like I’m 20; I can do all those things 
I always wanted to do but couldn’t and I 
intend to do them my whole life.” 

More triathlons followed, as well as half 
marathons and marathons too. But the 
Ironman, which is just months away, will 
undoubtedly be David’s biggest challenge 
yet. “I’ve done all the distances individually 
but it’s putting all three of them together in 
under 17 hours. I’m hoping the 
euphoria, anticipation and 
excitement will drag me 
through,” smiles David. 

David admits the training 
has, at times, been “brutal”, 
but every time he feels like 
he can’t go on he 
remembers the unfailing 
support he’s received. “It 
really does spur you on,” 
David muses. “My family 
(wife Yvonne and children 
Dexter, 19, andAmara, 16) 
have been a huge support. They 
are everything to me and they do 
really push me to keep going. They are 
there in the cold, in the rain, always cheering 
me on and they’ve been really understanding 
about all the time I have to spend training.” 

He adds: “We have friends in Turkey and he 
told me I had inspired him to sign up to his 
first triathlon, which I was so chuffed about. 
Having that effect on people is what it’s all 
about, I really want to inspire people to get 
off their backsides and do something,” he 
says. 

An old picture of David taken when he was 
at his biggest, also offer plenty of motivation. 
“Look how awful it is,” he says, showing me 
the photo. “I look at it and go: ‘I never want 
to go back there again.’ I’m very self-focused 
on what I need to do and whenever I feel like 
I’ve hit the wall, I just open up my phone and 
look at how I was.” 

So what’s his message to others struggling 
with their weight? “Firstly, I’d say it’s never 
too late. Just get off the sofa and start 
walking, take the first step and start to 
change your life. 

“It’s about making the right choices and 
recognising you have a problem. It’s a life 
change and if you find yourself slipping, let it 
slip, but then get right back on it the next 
day.”

Effort continues to get green lane listed 


A GREEN lane, which is being 
sought as an asset of 
community value, falls into 
three local authority areas. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, was 
asked by councillors last 
month to try to get a green 
lane, which runs beyond East 
Town Park, listed as an asset. 

But now, steps must be taken 
to establish to identify the 


owners as the green lane falls 
between St Edmundsbury and 
Braintree districts - and the 
footpath belongs to Babergh.

Listing the green lane would 
protect a 10-hectare space, 
which is near to the

THE Love really is All Around at Graeme Clark’s 
house (ahem). Instead of throwing down the phone, 
stalking outside and shouting at a pair of deer 
munching on his begonias, the Scottish bassist of 
soft rock crooners Wet Wet Wet is actually a bit 
overcome (“it’s lovely seeing them so close”). 

With a back catalogue of more than 30 hit 
singles, including three numbers ones - most 
famously their 15-week chart topping cover of 
The Troggs' Love Is All Around- Wet Wet Wet 
have overcome royalty disputes, drug and alcohol 
addictions and that inescapable Four Weddings 
and a Funeral soundtrack. 

Fronted by heartthrob Marti Pellow, with Tommy 
Cunningham on drums and Neil Mitchell on keys, 
last year saw them take to arenas on a greatest hits 
tour featuring three new songs. 

What should we expect from your set? All the old 
favourites? 


"When you buy a Wet Wet Wet ticket you know 
what you're going to get. I think there are certain 
songs that we have to play, if we didn't play them, 
man, I think they'd pin us to the racecourse and let 
the horses run over us.'' 

But there’ll be a few new tracks too...? 

"For me the lifeblood of the band is about new 
music. We've got to be current otherwise we just 
turn into this nostalgia band. And that's not to say 
we won't be playing any old stuff because we will, 
the last thing any Wet Wet Wet fan wants to hear 
is us coming on stage and saying: 'Right, I hope 
you like our new direction! We're going to play a 
lot of B-sides here and some tracks that you won't 
know!' We feed off a crowd, we like to grab a hold 
of the crowd and take it on a musical journey with 
us. And our musical journey is all about hit records. 
We've got loads of them, so there'd be no point us 
going away and doing obscure songs.'' 


Talking of hit records, are you still fond of Love Is 
All Around, or have you grown sick of it? 

"I love that song and there was a time, back then 
when it came out, that you couldn't move without 
hearing it on the radio. When a song gets like that, 
just done to death in a short space of time, then 
yeah, you do gravitate away from it, but it's 20 
years since that song came out so there's a good 
bit of space between us. 

"It's not as intense as it was back then, so you 
can look at the song with different eyes and 
different ears too. Ultimately for me it's a good 
song, and there can never be enough good songs 
in the world. I stand by it, and when I hear it on 
the radio today my chest bursts with pride. As my 
wife goes, oh no, not again... 

"It was probably the closest we got to seeing 
what One Direction have. It becomes a really 
intense thing because your life is just all about 


that. Your life just suddenly becomes engulfed by 
a three-minute song. Sometimes that can be an 
unhealthy place. We like to keep things in proper 
perspective and ultimately, when you fly around 
the world as fast as that there's always going to be 
something to trip you up. And I used One Direction 
there - and I'm not saying we were anything 
like One Direction, because it's silly intense for 
them - but you can see people are just waiting for 
something to drop, waiting for the cracks to show, 
and I feel for these guys.'' 

Do you feel that you’ve all changed, as men and 
musicians since you started out? 

"We're all coming up to 50 now and no-one's 
died, there's been no messy divorces, so in terms 
of that, we're actually doing all right. We're doing 
well, and we're all still friends. Ultimately we're 
friends first and we just happen to play in a band 
and we just happened to have been successful.''

PLANES 2: FIRE & RESCUE 3D (U, 84 mins) 
IF the first Planes film, a spin-off from 
Pixar’s Cars, appeared to be propelled by 
merchandising opportunities rather than 
creative necessity, this action-packed 
sequel attempts to stand on its own 
landing gear with a stirring tale of heroism 
and self-sacrifice. 

As the title suggests, Planes 2: Fire & 
Rescue immerses us in the daredevil world 
of fire-fighting, honouring the men and 
women - and aircraft - who "fly in when 
others are flying out". 

It's a touching sentiment and 
screenwriter Jeffrey M Howard engineers 
some moving exchanges between the 
characters, some of whom are a splutter 
away from the scrap heap. 

Director Bobs Gannaway employs the 
3D format to striking effect in aerial 
sequences and the animation of raging 
infernos is impressively realistic. 

However, there's an inescapable feeling 
that this gung-ho adventure should have 
taken a flight path directly to the home 
formats rather than the big screen. 

Soaring over Propwash Junction with his 


mentor Skipper (voiced by Stacy Keach), 
Dusty Crophopper (Dane Cook) suffers a 
malfunction. 

Back at the hangar, trusted mechanic 
Dottie (Teri Hatcher) diagnoses a failing 
gearbox."From now on, you have to 
keep down your torque to less than 80 
percent," she instructs Dusty, putting an 
end to his illustrious racing career. 

Dusty angrily defies Dottie and careens 
into the town's airport, causing a small 
fire. The incident casts doubt on the ability 
of veteran fire and rescue truck Mayday 
(Hal Holbrook) to service the airport's 
needs. 

So Dusty agrees to abandon his racing 
dreams in order to earn his certificate as 
the town's fire-fighting plane. 

The plucky crop duster heads to 
Piston Peak National Park to train under 
helicopter Blade Ranger (Ed Harris), who 
was once a TV star, and his team including 
scooper LT Dipper (Julie Bowen), 
helicopter Windlifter (Wes Studi) and 
ex-military transport plane Cabbie (Dale 
Dye). 

As Dusty masters the art of airborne 


fire-fighting, he also learns valuable 
lessons about friendship and endurance. 

As Blade reminds him, "If you give up 
today, think of all the lives you can't save 
tomorrow." 

Planes 2: Fire & Rescue is geared towards 
younger viewers, hammering home the 
importance of teamwork and the valuable 
contribution of emergency services. 

There are a handful of verbal and visual 
gags to engage older audiences: a front 
cover of industry magazine Cariety, a bar 
patron drunkenly confiding, "She left me 
for a hybrid. I didn't hear it coming!" 

A spoof of the long-running motorcycle 
police series CHiPs includes a cameo for 
Erik Estrada as Blade Ranger's partner on 
air patrol. 

On the whole, though, Gannaway's 
sequel lacks the sophistication and 
emotional richness of yesteryear's Frozen 
or recent Pixar fare. 

Animation is crisp and colourful and the 
vocal performances are similarly warm so 
audiences feel a toasty glow before the 
first plumes of smoke from the computer¬ 
generated blazes.

I spent nearly 10 years working there. In summer, 
head for the mixed borders, which offer a very

trees to dahlias, geraniums and geums at the front 
edge, sunflowers at the back.” 

Wollerton Old Hall Garden, Wollerton, Market

A mix of formal structure and soft planting 

schemes makes Wollerton an 
extremely special, high-quality 
garden. Set around a 16th 
century Tudor house, it covers 
four acres and has developed 
into an important modern 
garden in the English garden 
tradition with echoes of arts and 
crafts. The garden has significant 
collections of rare perennials, 
salvias, paniculata phlox and 
clematis. Admire the perfectly 
clipped topiary and the plantings 
which soften the structure.

What makes a good car reviewer? 



CAR NUT: But being a Ferrari owner doesn’t validate Chris Evans’ Aygo opinions 


FIRST, an admission, writes Matt Joy. 
I actually like Chris Evans. When I 
was still in short-ish trousers, watch¬ 
ing him with Zig and Zag on The Big 
Breakfast meant guaranteed laughs. 
He made a mint inventing Don’t 
Forget Your Toothbrush and anyone 
that gets up at 4am every morning 
and can sound that enthusiastic on 
the radio gets my respect. 

More recently however Mr Evans 
has taken to reviewing new cars. 
He’s obviously a car fan - he created 
Car Fest for goodness sake - and has 
a car collection that would make 
grown men weep. But I’m not sure 
that qualifies him to be a good car 
reviewer. 

In his latest piece, which you can 
find in a well-known daily, he writes 
about the Toyota Aygo, a city car that 
costs £11,000 in high-specification 
form. But he finds almost nothing of 
merit with it at all. He criticises the 
seats, the size of the boot, the doors, 
the rear headroom, its lack of speed 
and eventually declares if he owned 
one, he ‘would never drive anywhere 
ever again’. 

I have to confess right now, because 
I want to be entirely fair, that I have 
not yet driven the Toyota Aygo. But 
what I have spent a week driving is 
the Peugeot 108, and as any good car 
reviewer would know, the 108, 
Citroen Cl and Aygo are closely- 


related sisters, designed and built in 
a partnership between Peugeot/ 
Citroen and Toyota. So I feel I’m well- 
placed to counter his criticism. 

Better placed than normal, as it 
happens. Because the week before 
the Peugeot 108 appeared, I just hap¬ 
pened to have spent five days driving 


a Ferrari F12 Berlinetta. Now Mr 
Evans’ own collection favours slight¬ 
ly older Prancing Horses but I have 
still experienced the chasm that is 
stepping from a six-figure supercar 
to a five-figure city car. And in no 
way did the Ferrari spoil or diminish 
my experience of the little 108. 


Sure, I missed the power; the 
Peugeot dishes out a whole 672bhp 
less than the F12. And I’m fairly cer¬ 
tain that no females were so in love 
with my car that they were prepared 
to hand over their phone numbers. 
But it is actually fun to drive, is cer¬ 
tainly quick enough (there’s a 1.2- 


litre version if you need more power) 
and the space inside is actually pret¬ 
ty good for a car that’s probably 
shorter than Mr Evans’ phone bill. 

Call me crazy, but I think someone 
who has a fleet of multi-million 
pound Ferraris isn’t best placed to 
pass judgement on a car designed for 
someone who might have just passed 
their test, or has saved up for years to 
buy their first brand-new car and 
can only afford something small. I 
suspect both of these parties would 
be delighted with an Aygo, whereas 
Mr Evans could be described as 
somewhat spoilt. 

You could even suggest that maybe 
a radio Dj isn’t best placed to review 
cars either, just as being a chef, a 
London mayor or a TV presenter 
doesn’t naturally give you the skills 
required to accurately assess a car’s 
good and bad points. I don’t know 
about you, but I wouldn’t ask Anton 
du Beke for his opinion on the best 
washer-dryer under £500. 

Of course the reason these reviews 
are published is not because of what 
is being said, merely who is saying it. 
That suits the car manufacturers - 
when they say nice things at least - 
but for the car-buying public like you 
and me, if you want to read some¬ 
thing worthy then best try one writ¬ 
ten by someone who reviews cars for 
a day job...

Rovers boosted 
by new players 


DEAN Greygoose believes his Haverhill 
Rovers side are in better shape for the 
new season in the Thurlow Nunn 
League, Premier Division than they 
were this time last season and his 
optimistic his team can keep pace with 
the front-runners. 

The manager has bolstered his ranks 
with a number of new signings to add 
some much needed depth to a squad 
that suffered when injuries began to 
take their toll last season. 

Among the newcomers are goalkeeper 
Adam Whybrow, Sam Parkinson, Ryan 
Cotton and Craig Skipp, and Greygoose 
has so far been very happy with how 
they have performed in pre-season. 

“We’ve had a good pre-season,” he 
said. 

“The younger players from last season 
are looking stronger and fitter and seem 
to be a bit more clued in.

There have been three departures - 
Jamie Greygoose, Greg Strong and Andrew 
Ofosu - but injuries have frustrated 
Greygoose in his preparations. 

Jamie Challis is out of action with a 
knee complaint, and Paul Abbott and 
Perry Moody are also sidelined. 

“We’ve got three out who are good 
players which is disappointing,” 
continued Greygoose. 

“But we’re looking forward to the start 
of the season. “ 

Rovers begin their campaign at home 
to Whitton United, a team Greygoose 
expects to be challenging near the top of 
the table. 

“Saturday’s game is a difficult one to 
start with,” he said. 

“But we’re at home and hopefully we’ll 
continue where we left off at the end of 
last season. 

“Our aim is to do more than what we 


did last season. We need to be more 
consistent. At home we were a force to 
be reckoned with but we need to be 
more consistent in our away games. 

“Hopefully we’ll show an improvement. 
It would be great if we can finish higher 
than we did last year.” 

Haverhill Borough boss Ben Cowling 
certainly hopes his team show signs of 
improvement in the First Division this 
coming season. 

He knows it will be hard for his players 
to repeat their fourth place finish, but a 
stronger performance in the cups or in 
the league would be very welcome. 

“We’ve got to learn to apply ourselves 
as we did last year,” he said.

Off the pace: Gary Paffett’s struggles continued in Austria 

No end in sight for 
Paffett’s misfortune 


GARY Paffett’s miserable DTM 
season continued when he 
finished in 17th place at the 
Red Bull Ring in Spielberg. 

Paffett travelled to the 
Austrian circuit in desperate 
need of an encouraging 
performance. 

But the problems he has 
endured this season were 
evident in qualifying as Paffett 
struggled to get his Euronics 
Mercedes AMG C-Coupe up to 
speed. 

The Haverhill driver felt the 
car had potential but he was 
unable to extract it as he 
failed to progress to the 
second part of qualifying, with 
a grid slot of 19th. 

”lt’s difficult to say anything 
positive about this qualifying 
session,” he said. 

“I’m sure my car was good 
enough for the top five, but 
unfortunately I’m starting 
from 19th.” 

Paffett worked hard to 
improve his position once the 
race got under way, and at 


one stage in the race he 
climbed up to 14th. 

The mini revival was short¬ 
lived, however, as he was 
involved in a tangle with BMW 
driver Bruno Spengler on lap 
28. 

He was able to continue and 
was involved in another 
on-track battle with Maxime 
Martin. Paffett kept him at bay 
initially but, on lap 43, the 
BMW man got past, and 
Paffett eventually crossed the 
line in 17th. 

“That was a pretty terrible 
race,” said Paffett. 

“We had the same speed as 
(qualifying), so we simply 
weren’t fast enough. I was 
struggling with the balance of 
the car on both tyres. 

“Also, on the first couple of 
laps, I had some tough battles 
and lost out. That was a bit of 
a disaster.” 

Paffett will be hoping to turn 
his fortunes around when the 
series resumes at the 
Nurburgring on August 15.
